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The history of the stüpa architecture of Vaigälf! (District Muza- 
ffarpur, Bihar) begins with the very infancy of the Buddhist айра archite- 
cture as a whole. After the mahäparinirväna of the Buddha, his corporeal 
relics were distributed among the eight claimants each of whom built a 
Stipa over his share. Lichchhavis of Vaigali being one of the claimants? 
got their share of relics and erected a stiipa over them in their land. 
This relic stüpa was discovered’ in 1958 (P1. I); the original stūpa was 
of mud and the later three enlargements were of bricks. This stilpa 
alone has preserved the history of the regional siäpa architecture a at 
least 600 years, although we have discovered three other pre-Christian 
mud stüpas in the vicinity of Vaigãlī, viz., two earthen mounds near 
Afokan pillar locally known as Bhimasena Ка Райа (Pls. II, III), one 
earthen mound on the north-western corner of Virpur chour (low-lying 
area)—locally known as Marpasaunä (Pl. IV), and there are remains 
of a few brick stüpas, viz., one below Shah Kajin Ка Dargah, one near

Let us examine how the Buddhist relic stnpa tells a history of the 
stüpa architecture of the region of VaifilT. 'The original війра was a 
small structure being only 26'6" in diameter; it ms ird haile of 
earth (P1. I). One layer of earth, usually about 2" to 2.5 in thickness, 
was separated from the other Ьу a very thin layer of white kankars. In 
the extant portion of the stüpa as many as twenty-seven such layers, 
being 48" in height, were detected’. The indication given by the 
slope of the stüpa in the south-western quadrant indicated that the height 
of the stūpa, when complete, should have been about 114", excluding 
the harmikG at the top, if it existed. Its height, as preserved, was only 
about half of the original one, mainly due to dilapidation and the pit 
dug atits top. The layers of alternating earth and kankar could be seen 
in the section of the trench dug near its centre. On the western side the 
extant part of the drum of ће stūpa could be visualised satisfactorily. 
No foundation seemed to have been dug in case of this original sizpa, 
probably because it was а mud structure. Only a plinth, 1’ in height, 
was raised above the ground, made of dark earth with a lot of kankars and 
pot-sherds including those of the N. B. P. Ware in it. Outside the stäpa 
and over the plinth was a concrete floor, 4’’ in thickness, extending all 
round the stüpa. 

The most important feature of the Buddha-relic stūpa of Vaigäli 
was that it, along with its three enlargements, had four platforms at all 
the four cardinal points, which may be described as &yakapatas ог 
äryakapatas, i.e., the holy platforms, most probably intended for placing 
the offerings at the time of worshipping the stüpa. Such platforms 
formed a prominent feature of the stipas at Amarävati, Nagärjunakonda 
etc. in Andhradega, and the inscriptions at the latter place expressly 
describe as üyakapatas, the holy or sacred platforms. Hitherto these 
äyakapatas „were not, however, known to be forming part of any stüpa in 
northern or western India. The äyakapatas in Andhradesa are also at 
the four cardinal points of the stiipa as at Vaisäli, but there are some 
points of difference between the two.

The äyakapatas of the original stüpa 
seem to have derived from these platforms of the earlier chailyas. In 
case of the äyakapatas of Andhradega it may now be concluded that 
the people of Andhradeda, possibly, borrowed the idea of building 
äyakapafas with the stüpas from the land associated with the life of the 
Buddha, where the Buddhist stupas were first built.

Besides the above observation, no further information about the 
stūpa architecture of the vicinity of Vaisälf could be available. The 
future explorations and excavations on the site in this direction may 
add something more to our knowledge of the stūpa architecture of the
